Report of Special Relief 
Petition Committee 
Adopted When Read in 
Youncil. 


Ktequest of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company for 10-cent cash fares, 
for relief from gross receipts tax, and 
that it be permitted to charge 2 cents 
for transfers was denied in a report 
filed Monday with city council by a 
special councilmanic committee ap- 
pointed to study the “special relief 
petition” filed with council about two 
years ago by the street railway com- 
pany. 

hy vote of 22 to 2 council adopted 
the report of the committee. 

In its petition the company made 
seven specific requests which it said 
should be granted by the city so the 
company could be placed on a living 
basis. Some of the suggested changes 
have been made since the petition was 
_ filed, the most outstanding of these 
being the request for elimination of 
jitneys from operating in Atlanta. 

After considering the request of the 
company and denying the two items 
relating to transfers and gross receipts 
tax, the committee recommended that 
the charter of the city of Atlanta be 
amended by the legislature at its next 
session so that paving costs charge- 
able to the street railway company be 
fixed upon a basis of 12 instead of 16 
feet for double track and 8 instead of 
412 feet for single track which the 
company now is paying. 

Change in Paving Charges. 

It was recommended further that 
the maximum paving costs charge- 
able to the company for the year 
1027 be fixed at an amount not to 
exceed $75,000 and that at the be- 
ginning of each year thereafter a 
maximum amount be fixed by proper 
city authorities so that the street 
railway company may know the 
amount it will be required to pay in 
that year. 

The committee reported that the 
request of the company for “renewed 
and effective enforcement of regula- 
tion of street traffic was a reason- 
able request and that ordinances cov- 


ering traffic should be effectively en- 
forced whether it be pedestrian, ve- 
hieular or street car. 

Concerning the request of the com- 
pany for a l0-cent cagh fare with 
tickets to be sold at the present rate 
of 6 2-3 cents, the committee reported 
that “this is a matter for the state 
public service commission to handle, 
and for this reason the committee 
— no recommendation covering this 
tem. 

Revision of operating routes by the

COUNCIL ADJOURNS 
UNTIL WEDNESDAY 


Withdrawal of Spain and 
Brazil Would Simplify 
Future Course of Coun- 
cil, Is Belief. 


BRAZIL TO QUIT LEAGUE, 
NEWSPAPER ANNOUNCES. 

Rio Janeiro, June 7.—(#)—The 
newspaper Oglobo announces Bra- 
zil’s withdrawal from the League 
of Nations. The newspaper asserts 
that Brazil will not participate in 
the league assembly next Septem- 
ber and that formal notification of 
her resignation from the league 
will be sent to Geneva within a 
few weeks. 


BY HENRY WOOD. 

Geneva, June 7.—(United News.)— 
The League of Nations council has is- 
sued a virtual ultimatum to Spain and 
Brazil and is preparing to reorganize 
without the coopération of these two 
displeased nations unless both registér 
a quick change of front. 

The council meeting convened Mon- 
day morning with both Quinones. de 
Leon, the Spanish delegate, and Mello 
Franco, of Brazil, absent. Mello 
Franco's excuse was illness, while the 
Spanish representative wired that he 
had been called back to Madrid for an 
important meeting. The excuses of 
both men were taken as of purely a 
diplomatic nature due to the reitera- 
tion in both Madrid and Rio de 
Janeiro that neither nation would 
withdraw its demand for a permanent 
stat on the league council. 

If Brazil and Spain are not repre- 


,; sented by Wednesday they will have 


relieved the council of much of its 
perplexity, for without them the work 
of reorganization will proceed .unham- 
pered along the lines which have al- 
ready been determined. 


Adjourn Session. 

The council decided Monday to ad- 
journ until Wednesday on the pretext 
that various committees mbst con- 
clude their meetings. The adjourn- 
ment was made for no other purpose 
than to give De Leon and Mello 
Franco an opportunity to overcome 
the respective causes of their absence. 
If they do not attend Wednesday's 
meeting, indicating that Spain and 
Brazil intend to withdraw interest 
from the league, the council will im- 
mediately withdraw any remaining in- 
terest in their candidates for merma- 
nent league council seats. Steps will 
be taken to reorganize the council 
and Brazil and Spain will not be 
consulted. In this event it is cer- 
tain that the council will recommend 
merely that the September assembly 
adopt the propect for increasing the 
non-permanent members of the coun- 
cil by three and eliminating Brazil 
and Spain as possible trouble causers 
who would veto admittance of Ger- 
many. This will be done by holding 
a new election of non-permanent mem- 
bers and leaving the two recalcitrant 
nations off the list. Germany’s elec- 
tion to the permanent council will 
then be assured. 

League at Ebb. 

Frank admissions are heard that 
the present session of the council 
marks the lowest ebb in the stock 
of the League of Nations With Spain 
and Brazil sulking and Sweden rep-

SENATOR GEORGE 
PLANS TO AMEND 
PATRONAGE BILLS 


Georgian Declares Meas- 
ures Passed by House 
Monday Do Not Reach 
Root of Evil. 


TWO MEASURES 
ADOPTED IN HOUSE 


Bills Make It Unlawful 
To Pay or Promise 
Money To Obtain Fed- 
eral Positions. 


Senator George, of Georgia, announced 
today that he would attempt to in- 
sert “teeth” in the bills passed by the 
house for ending the patronage evil in 
the south when the measures are 
taken up for action by the senate 
judiciary committee. 

As passed, the bills will not. reach 
to the root of the evil, in the opinion 
of Senator George. 

He does not believe they. would pre- 
vent the use of money in purchasing 
or influencing appointments, pointing 
out that money still could be handed 
over after an appointment was made, 
and charged up to contributions to 
campaign funds. 

Plan Is Not Ready. 

He was not” y to outline the 
details of the~ amendments -he -will 
seék, stating. se he will give the bills 
passed by the house close study in 
order to determine how they best can 
be strengthened. 

One of these bills makes it unlaw- 
ful to pay or promise to pay money 
or “any other thing of value” to se- 
cure a federal appointment, with a 
penalty provided of a jail sentence 
not exceeding one year or a fine not 
over $1,000, or both. This measure 
was sponsored by Representative 
Stevenson, South Carolina, democrat. 

The other requires that every fed- 
eral appointeee must sign an affidavit 
that neither he nor one acting for him 
has given, transferred, promised or 
paid any money for a federal appoint- 
ment. 

The author of this bill is Repre- 
sentative Wurzbach, only republican 
from Texas, who created a sensation 
when he charged in the house several 
weeks ago that the method .of his 
party in handling patronage’ in the 
southern states approached a “na- 
tional scandal,” and demanded a 
remedy. 

Senator Couzens, Michigan, repub- 
lican, recently asked an investigation 
in the senate of charges that post- 
offices and other federal appointments 
had been bought and sold. Others 


besides Wurzbach have made charges 
in the house.

Washington, June 7.—(/)—For the 
first time since the world war the 
treasury will be able this quarter to 
meet its maturing obligations with-

Beirut, Syria, June 7.—Only 
president of the French republic can 
save Bennett Doty, alias Gilbert Clare, 
‘of Memphis, the only American in the 
French foreign legion, from death by 
the firing squad within a few days, the 
American consul ‘general here was told 
by the. French officials today. Clare 
will not be executed tomorrow for de- 
sertion, as was previously stated. 

Through information which The Con- 
stitution Press Service correspondent 
obtained. concerning Clare’s désertion 
and subsequent capture, the. American 
consulate was able to make a request 
for details to the French government 
which revealed the above status of the 
ease. The French officials also in- 
formed the consul that. Clare was 
taken to a Damascus citadel prison, 
where he is awaiting either execution 


or disposition by President Doumergue j* 


of France. 

According to the French officials, 
the ease is so grave that only a pres- 
idential order can save the American’s 
life. Not only is he accused of desert- 
if. which in wartime alone is suffi- 
cient for the death penalty, but he is 
charged with treason as wéll. He is 
accused of leading a‘ group of men to 
desert. Some say Clare tried to get 
the whole foreign legion to cross the 
frontier into Palestine.

Damascus, Syria, June 7.—Facing 
death in The Citadel at Damascus, 
Gilbert Clare, the only American 
member of the French. Foreign Le- 
gion, through Donald McGonigal, sec- 
retary of the “American consulate, to- 
day sent me a complete story of his 
flight from the legion. 

“A few hours after you left our 
camp near Suedia Citadel,”’ said Mr. 
Clare, “I was speaking to Mr. Harvey, 
the only Britisher in the legion. Mr. 
Harvey was sore that he adn’t a 
chance to speak English te someone. 
We got gassing about home ind sud- 
denly decided to get away. Some 
Germans and others asked us where 
we were headed. We said ‘to Pales- 
tine,’ and they said they would go too. 
So we headed. 

“It is not -true that we all car- 
ried rifles. We took one for self- 
protection. Well, we needed it. After 
taking French-leave, we went south 
through the Druse Mountains. At 
daybreak we spied a bunch of men 
headed our way. They began shoot- 
ing. They were Bedouins, or Arabs, 
and probably wanted to rob us. We 
fought for our lives. I had the gun 
at the time and killed two Bedouins 
and the rest quit. 

“We headed at another angle. 
Again the Bedouins attacked. This 
time it was a big group. We headed 
around the oncoming first band. That 
night we tried to break through the 
encircling groups of Bedouins, all of 
whom were armed, but couldn’t shoot 
straight. 

“Next morning the Bedouins were 
attacked by French and Syrian militia, 
which defeated them and captured us. 
When they came up we saw the use- 
lessness of trying to beat them, and 
the Bedouins, who still were cutting 
off our flight to the frontier, and 
might as well face death by court- 
martial as be cut to pieces by the 
Arabs. 

I am 
told they do not kill deserters now as 
it is wartime. I suppose I will get 
Devil’s Island.

WHAT CAN BE DONE? 

The toll of traffic accidents in 
Atlanta continues without abate- 
ment. Sunday ran up another high 
score with one 15-year-old boy 
dead and .en injured. 

It is a daily routine—the men- 
acing of the streets by reckless 
drivers. It is worse than war— 
with a record of dead and wounded 
far greater than war in comparison 
with the numbers of people in- 
volved. 

During the great struggle in 
France we scanned the papers for 
the casualties, and we held public 
prayer gatherings, and rich and 
poor alike, in that great democ- 
racy of human brotherhood, peti- 


carnage. With the memories of 
those days it is difficult to un- 
derstand how we can treat so light- 
ly and with such indifference as to 
a drastic prevention of the causes 
the carnage that is being enacted 
on our thoroughfares and highways 
daily. 


In the Sunday record a 12-year- 
old boy was the driver of a col- 
liding truck, in which collision an- 
other young life was sacrificed. 
Perhaps he was not directly to 
blame, but no 12-year-old boy can 
be supposed to properly handle a 
heavy, high-powered automobile in 
the stress of emergency. It is in 
violation of law for one of that age 
to drive an automobile. And yet 
there are scores of mere boys at 
the wheels of automobiles on the 
congested streets of Atlanta every 
day. It has not been long since a 
school bus in south Georgia was 
run into at a grade crossing and 


several young lives sacrificed to the 
horrible impact. The bus was driven 
by a schoolboy. 

It is little short of homicide it- 
self to have automobiles operated

What can be done about it?

WHY WEAR A SWEATER. 

One lecturer or assistant professor 
tells a class of young freshmen in col- 
lege (many of them girls) about the

A college sophomore writes that his 
class has just been “discussing” 
about exposure. His professor asked 
why a basketball player, warmed up by 
practice or play, is apt to suffer some 
sort of respiratory infection or other 
ilimess next day if he neglects to put 
on a sweater or coat during rest pe- 
riods. The professor insinuates that 
this is the usual happening even 
though such a player has not been ex- 
posed to the mouth spray or. anybody 
with such an ailment. 

The basketball player is not apt to 
suffer in that way if he neglects to 
to wear a sweater. One scientific 


grasp is that the respiratcry infee- 
tions, all of them so far as we know, 
are specific germ diseases and cannct 
occur without specific infection. No 
one carries about with him an assorc- 
ment of the germs of such diseases. So 
iar as we know, no one carries the 
germs of any respiratory disease ex- 
cept an occasional person who has. re- 
cently had the disease or who is just 
coming down with it. It is the ver- 
iest poppycock to imagine that you or 
I may harbor in our mouth, nose or 
throat germs which may, under certain 
circumstances, bring us down with 
pneumonia, or any other respiratory 
infection. 
quibble which the old fogy doctors 
and the accidentai health authorities 
like to fall back on, to befog the pub- 
lic, when you pin them down to a def- 
inite question. 

The -basketball player or anyone 
who gets “warmed up” by work, play 
or exercise, whether he sweats or nofrt, 
is likely to be muscle sore or lame 
next day if he cools off too suddenly. 
He is not more likely to contract any 
disease, however. This is another 
point about which the old fogies pre 
fer to confuse the layman—presuming 
the old fogies are themselves clear 
about it. 

Suilden chilling of the arm of a 
baseball pitcher, let us say, produces 
a reflex contraction or narrowing of 
the arterioles in his arm, and that re- 
tards or slows down the removal of the 
accumulated products of combustion 
from the arm. Too long retained inp 
and about the muscles of the arm, 
these acid waste produeta become irri- 
tants and cause soreness, lameness 
or stiffness. This is much more 
likely to happen to a person not physi- 
cally trained, not aceustomed to vigvr- 
ous exercise, than it is to the weli 
trained athlete. 

The checking of sweat has nothing 
to do with the muscles lameness just 
‘described. If one gets up a profuse 
sweat by means of artificia! heat, as 
in a Turkish bath or other hot bath, 
there i¢ no harm whatever in sudden 
exposure to cold immediately after- 
ward for there is no accumulation of 
combustion products to be dealt with.

Washington, June 7.—(4)—The sec- 
retary of the treasury was ordered by 


the supreme court to show cause on 
October 4, next, why Florida should 
not. be permitted to test the validity 
of the inheritance tax provisions of 
the new revenue law. 

Under these provision, the federal 
government remits to the states which 
have state inheritance taxes a part of 
the federal levy on inheritances, This 
stipulation is attacked by Florida as 
a discrimination against her and Ala- 
bama and Nevada—the three states 
tht have no state inheritance tax. 


Pointing out that the Florida legis- 
lature has declared no inheritance tax 
shall be levied by that state, the Flori- 
da attorney general asked permission 
to file an original suit against the 
secretary of the treasury. A number 
of its citizens had died since the fed- 
eral law went into effect, the petition 
said, leaving estates subject to taxa- 
tion und it ,and the federal law 
would remove from the state each 
year millions of dollars, thus diminish- 
ing revenues. 

‘Today's action by the supreme court 
merely is a preliminary step toward 
getting both sides of the case before 
it for consideration.

WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, June 7.—Declining to discuss 
publicly pending negotiations for the sale of 
the White Star line until the special meet- 
ing on June 17, P . &. Franklin, presi- 
dent of the International Mercantile Marine 
company, told stockholders at the annual 
meeting today he believed if the transac- 
tion could be consummated it would be to 
the best interest of all.

before. Total earnings from passenger busi- 
ness showed a small increase over 1924, 
but returns from freight traffic, a decrease. 

Earnings thus far this year, Mr, Frank- 
lin stated, were not quite as favorable as 
for the corresponding period of 1925, and

_ New York, June 7.—Heads of Wall 
street banks, brokers’ offices, Nemes! 
trial companies and railroads take 
turns about in staying away from 
business Saturday and those who do 
come down, together with everybody 
else in the financial district, start a 
grand rush Saturdays to get away 
promptly at 12. In the old days prior 
to the war, Mondays were days of ad- 
vancing prices in a bull manket, with 
Tuesdays days of price recovery. For 
the past few years this daily price 
movement has been reversed. Some 
Wall street people have a theory that 
Mondays are now days of reaction 
when the price trend is upward, be- 
cause in the fast pace that is now 
being traveled, over the week-end Wall 
street gets “over-jazzed” and “over- 
golfed,” and hence on Mondays is 
apathetic and inclined to take profits 
in the stock market. During the early 
trading today, profits were taken in 
industrials, but this decline was 
checked by marked strength in the 
rails, after which the market was 
quiet but on the steady side. There 
was no selling pressure. 

A number of encouraging views 
were widely published in the financial 
district today regarding the general 
trade situation - and. outlook. [First 
Woolworth gave out its May sales of 
$20,263,000, an increase over last 
year of 9.48 per cent. For five months 
the gain was only 5.76 per cent. These 
monthly statements are now accepted 
by Wall street as a reliable barom- 
eter of the country’s buying power as 
reflected in retail sales. The presi- 
dent of this company in giving out the

CHECK ‘EXCHANGE 
DENIED BY COURT 


Washington, June 7.—(#)—The 
right of the federal reserve board to 
forbid member banks to charge ex- 
change on check clearances and to re- 
fuse immediate credit to banks upon 
the deposit of checks’ was~in effect 
upheld today by the supreme court. 

In a decision described by federal 
reserve officials as the most impor- 
tant in the history of the federal re- 
serve system, the court denied the ap- 
peal of the Pascagoula National 
bank of Mississippi, against the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank of Atlanta. 


The Mississippi bank demanded the 
right to make an exchange charge for 
remitting payment to a federal reserve 
bank for checks drawn on itself and 
the refusal of the supreme court to 
review the case is believed to end con- 
elusively the several attempts which 
have been made by smaller banking 
institutions to make these charges. 

Federal reserve officers consider of 
more importance,*however, the part of 
the Mississippi bank’s case which de- 
manded that the federal reserve sys- 
tem give immediate credit to member 
banks for all of its deposits of checks 
and drafts drawn on other member 
banks in the same district. If per- 
mitted, they said, this practice would 
have resulted in an inflation of fed- 
eral reserve credit amounting to 
$5,000 3 

The reserve board was represented 
before the supreme court by Newton 
D. Baker, former secretary of war. 
The court gave no written decision, 
merely upholding the decision of the 
lower court by refusing to review the 
case. )

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a June 7.—(Special.)— 
The bill ‘by Representative Vinson, 
of Georgia, which makes several 
changes in the present -nethod of 
cotton crop reports issued by the de- 
partment .of agriculture is as- 


sured of consideration as a result of 


the action of the house rules .ommit- 
tee Monday in ordering that a rule 
for : its consideration be drafted. 

The measure has been reported 
favorably to the house by the agri- 
culture committee. Vinson said Mon- 
day that as a result of the action of 
the rules committee he expected the 
bill to be taken up in a few days by 
the house. 

Among other things the bill pro- 
vides: 

1. That the secretary of agricni- 
ture shall include lrereafter in the 
first report issued in July an esti- 
mate of the acreage of cotton in cul- 
tivation. 

2. The first cotton report issued 
in September each year shall here- 
after include an estimate of cotton 
acreage abandonment to September 1 
of the acreage in cotton in cultiva- 
tion on July
